The telegram Is as follows: 

**In conformity with Instructions re¬ 
ceived from the Emperor, w Ith the view' 
to securing full co-operation between 
the diffej'ent local authorities. 1 hereby 
Inform you that the Government ex¬ 
pects you lo exercise vigilant and un¬ 
tiring supervision over'your subordin¬ 
ates so that order may be promptly and 
definitely restored. Disturbances must 
be suppressed and revolutionary move¬ 
ments must be put down by all legal 
meana The measures you lake must 
be carefully considered. The struggle 
begun la against the enemies of society 
and not against society Itself. Conse¬ 
quently wholesale repression cannot 
be approved of. Imprudent and Illegal 
acts ore likely to give rise to discon¬ 
tent Instead of conducing to calm and 
cannot he tolerated. The Intentions of 
the Emperor are Immubibla The Gov¬ 
ernment firmly desires to assist In the 
amendment of the legal procedure and 
the laws hitherto enforced, which no 
longer serve their purpose. The old 
regime will be regenerated, but order 
must be fully maintained. You must 
act on your initiative, as you are In¬ 
vested with responsibility. Firm and 
vlgorouse steps token on these lines 
w'lll doubtless be upheld by the best 
twirt of society."

Ky.. across the 
liver, where he has a wife and family 
and h^s been known for years. His 
friends and neighbors absolutely re¬ 
fuse to believe that be ever went by 
the name of Brooks or led a crooked 
life.

SALARIES OF COMMISSIONERS. 


An ordinance wan Introduced by 
Councilman L/ee Cohen at the meeting 
of the General Cotmcll last nl^i, pro¬ 
viding that no officer or employe of 
the city shall engage In other buelnesa 
and preacrlblng as a penalty for the 
llrat offense a auspenslon of one month, 
together with a forfeiture of salary for 
that length of time. The ordinance fur¬ 
ther provides that If the same person 
be guilty of the offense set forth In the 
ordinance a second time, he shall be 
dismissed from the service of the city, 
and shall not be eligible for reinstate¬ 
ment for at least six months. The 
Board of Public SafcMy. the Boord of 
Public WorK!«. or the heads of the dif¬ 
ferent departments are by the provis¬ 
ions of the proposed onllna nee empow¬ 
ered to Impose the pennllles. 

A res'dutlon calling upon the Mayor 
to ascertain whether It la advisable for 
the city to purchase the Caldwell prop¬ 
erty for park purpose*, and to suggest 
a means for rulslng the required 
money, aaa adopted by both boards, 
A delegation of at least fifty persons 
living In the neighborhood of the pro¬ 
posed park, all weorlng stream¬ 

ers on which were printed In large let¬ 
ters. ‘•Southeastern Park," visited the 
Council chamber, and later the Aider- 
men's chamber. Dudley Jones, the at¬ 
torney, addressed the members of the 
Board of Aldermen on behalf of the 
park movement. In his address he 
stated that the option for the purchase 
of the Caldwell property had been ex¬ 
tended to August 15. 

Councilman E. B. Kerr made a mo¬ 
tion, which wrs adopted, making the 
conalderatUin of the ordinance regulat¬ 
ing the ofllce of \he City Buyer a spe¬ 
cial order of busine.*?* for next meeting. 
This ordinance was Introduced In the 
lower board by Mr. Kerr several weeks 
ogo^ and It was referred to the Revis¬ 
ion Committee. In making his motion 
last night, he said that ll appeared to 
him at though the Revision Commit¬ 
tee had agreed to let the ordinance die, 
and he was determined that It should 
hot meet that fate. 

An ordinance granting to the Ken¬ 
tucky Traction Company n right of way 
over certain streets from the Kentucky 
and Indiana Bridge to Thirteenth and 
Magnsine streets, was Introduced In 
the lower board by Dr. T. J. Yager, 
and referred to the Committee on Rall- 
looda 

The Kentucky Traction Company Is 
an old concern to which was granted a 
franchise several years ago. It Is be¬ 
lieved that the Louisville, New Albany, 
French Lick and West Baden Railway 
Company, which Is to enter Louisville 
over the Kentucky and Indiana bridge, 
la seeking to purchase the franchise 
of the Kentucky Traction Company, 
and reach a terminus at Center and 
Jefferson streets by means of the route 
over which the Kentucky Traction 
Company Is seeking to secure a right 
of way. 

When Dr. T. J. Yager, of the S^wer 
CommUiee, reported favorably In the 
lower board the resolution providing for 
salaries for members of the Sewer 
Oommlanlon, fixing the solnry of the 
chief englneeer at 15,000 per y^ar, th:il 
of the chairman of the commission at 
IS.OCO per year, and the salaries of the 
other three members of the commUslon 
at 11,500 each per year. Councilman 
George H. Plsher offered an amend- 
n>enl. lixlng the salary of the ch.ili- 
man at 11.100 per annum, and the ral- 
arles of the other three members of the 
commission at ll.OCO each, per annum. 
The amendment was put to a vote and 
lost, after which the original resolution 
was adopted uminlniously. 

Both boord* adjourned to meet again 
on the evening of August 2.

The upper board, with eight mem¬

Alderman J. W. Miller offered an 
amendment to the adjourning resolu¬ 
tion sent In from the lower board, 
changing the time for the next Joint 
session of both boards from Tuesday 
evening. July 11. to Tuesday evening. 
August 7. It was later announced that 
the lower board had Ignored the 
amendment to the resolution, and had 
adapted a second resolution, c\ ling for 
a Joint session of both boards on the 
evening of August 2. The lower board 
had adjourned when this announce¬ 
ment was made, and In order to keep 
from meeting eich night until August 
2. Mr. MIlDr withdrew hla amendment 
to the original ailjournlng resolution 
adopted by the lower ho.tnl. The set- 
ond adjourning resolution adopted by 
the low’er board was concurred In by 
the upper boord. and a Joint session 
will be held on the evening of August 2. 

0;>uncllman Miller announced that

The resolution adopted by the lower 
board, flxlr.g the wlaties of the mem¬ 
bers of the Sewer Commls-slon ui 15.000 
for the chief engineer. 13.000 for the 
chairman of the Sewer Comml5<jlon, 
and 11,500 for each of the other tihree 
members of the commission, was re¬ 
ported In the upper board and referred 
to the Joint Committee on Sewers.

iV)uncllmnn Lee Cohen Introduced an 
ordlnajice, which was referred to the 
Revision Committee, providing that no 
officer or employe of the city shall en¬ 
gage In any other buslnc^ss. For the 
Aral violation on the part of any ofil- 
cer or employe the proposed ordinance 
provides for his suspension for one 
month, als«> that he be re<iulred to for¬ 
feit his salary for that month. For a 
second violation, the proposM ordi¬ 
nance pro\idt>e for his prompt dismis¬ 
sal from the service, and it furth^*r 
provides that he may not bo reinstated 
for at lenrl six months. The ordlnuuce 
stipulates that the power to suspend 
or dismiss from the city’s service shall 
be vesteil In the members of the B<»ard 
of Public Safety, the Board of Public 
Works or In the officer at the head of 
the department in which the offender 
may be employed. 

Dr. X- J* Yager Introduced an ordi¬ 
nance. which was referred to the Rail¬ 
road Committee, granting to the Ken¬ 
tucky Traction Company a right of way 
along Thirteenth street, from Magazine 
street to Grayson street; along Grayson 
street to Twenty-second street; along 
Twenty-second stn*ei to Duncan stre>t: 
along Duncan street to Thirtieth street; 
along Thirtieth street to Bank street, 
and along Bank street to Thlrty-Arst 
street; snd hence to Thompson's Lane, 
and across Portland and High avenuei 
to the right of way of the Kentucky 
and Indiana Bridge Company. 

The Kentucky Traction Company Is 
an old company which several years 
ago securetl a franchise for operating 
an electric line In Louisville with a ter¬ 
minus at Center and Jefferson streets. 
The supposition Is that the franchise 
of the Kentucky Traction Company Is 
to be purchased by the 'i>oulsvHle. New 
Albany, French Lick and West Baden 
Railway Company," the new traction 
line which seeks to enter Louisville 
over the Kentucky and Indiana bridge 
and traverse the streets set forth In the 
ordinance Introduced last night, and 
have Its terminus at Center and Jef¬ 
ferson streets.

Park Resolution Adopted. 

Councilman M. B. Bevllle, chairman 
of the Park CommUiee, rei>orled favor¬ 
ably the resolution calling upon the 
Mayor to pass on the feasibility of the 
city purchasing the Caldwell properly 
for park purposes, and to suggest a 
method for raising the purchase money. 
Accompanying the report of the Park 
Committee was a letter from the Fi¬ 
delity Trust Company extending the 
option on the Caldw’ell pniperty from 
July 1 to August 15. Speeches in favor 
of the resolution were made by Coun- 
cllmen Hill and Christen, and it w*as 
adopted unanlmonsty. 

Dr. Yager, chairman of the Sewer 
Committee, reported favorably the res¬ 
olution Axing the salaries of the mem¬ 
bers of the Sewer Commission as fol¬ 
lows: Chief engineer, 15.000: chairman. 
$8,000; other three members of the 
commission. $1,500 each per year. 

Councilman Ge^.»rgo H. Flsh'*r offered 
an amendment to the reioluMon, Axing 
the aUary of the chairman of the com- 
t mission at $1,100 per annum, and the 
salaries of the other three Tiembers at 
$1,000 each per year. .Mr. Fisher held 
that the chairman of the Fewer Com¬ 
mission, and the other three members 
of the commission were men of wealth, 
and that they should be \v1tllng to 
serve for less than the maximum 
salirles attachisl to. the i>os4tlons thej' 
hold. The amendment offered by Mr. 
Fisher W'as lost by a vote of 7 to 12. 
The oiiginol rero'.uCon was then votel 
upon, and was adopted unanimously. 

E. Kerr stated that several w'lK'ks 
ago he offere<l a resolution, and lo.ier 
Introduced an ordinance regulating the 
office of the City Buyer. He said that 
the ordinance had b<*en referr*Hl to the 
I Revision Committee, and that II 
seemed to him aa though tha.t commit¬ 
tee had dec!de<l to let It die. In order 
that it might not meet that fate., he 
movetl that the ordinance be made a 
special onlcf of business for next 
meeting night. Councilman Hill op¬ 
posed the motion, but 41 was put to a 
vote and carried by 14 to o. The ordi¬ 
nance iher'fare will c^mc up as a spe¬ 
cial order of business at 8 o'clock on 
the evening of August 2.

Tobacco Growing In Hawaii. 

Tobacco growing and other agricul¬ 
tural pursuits In Hawaii arc treated of 
In a report that has just been Issued 
by the Department of Agriculture. The 
report goes Into great detail as t 4 > the 
growing of tobacco and the prepara¬ 
tion of the soli and the curing of the 
crop. The results of a number of ex 
perlmenlal plants are given and the 
conclusion drawn Is that the soli of 
Hawaii and the climate and rainfall 
are nil adapted to the cultivation of a 
high grade of tobacco on a paying 
basis. It is stated that there are ICO,- 
000 acres of land adapted to tobacco 
growing in Hawaii, with considerable 
tracts In the adjacent Islands. The cait 
of producing tobacco Is put as low as 
from tw'o to two and one-half cents a 
pound for the green leaf. It Is said, 
however, that the ffcMs have to be 
poisoned before planting owing to the 
prevalence of the cut worm, Japanese 

are given In details for doing this and 
tho process Is said not to be expeuslvu.

Will Distribute Address. 


New York. July 24.—The defense in 
the case of Harry Kendall Tliaw placed 
on entirely different construction ye.*- 
terday on the meaning of the letter 
written by Mrs. Holman, Evelyn Nes- 
blt's mother, vi'hlch was made public 
on Sunday. Inntead of conceding that 
Thaw's case hod received a hard blow, 
the opinion of the counsel for tho de¬ 
fense yesterday was that the letter 
w’ould aid Thaw materially. 

*i am not the least bit worried by the 
publication of the letters," Clifford W. 
Hart ridge, chief counsel for Thaw, said. 
"They don't worry me. Neither do they 
worry Mr. Thaw nor Mrs. Thaw In the 
slightest.'' 

It ts understood that the defense in¬ 
terprets the letters altogether differ¬ 
ently from the prosecution. Whereas 
the prosecution holds that Thaw was 
placed In as unenvioble a light as pos¬ 
sible. the defense holds that White Is 
more injured than anyone else. The 
fact that Mrs. Holman accepted money 
from him and also asked him for 
money In the letters Is one ground 
given. 

Mrs. Holman, the defense hobls. waa 
cognisant cf her daughter’s behavior 
at all times, and when Thaw succeeded 
In ^gaining Evelyn's affections she 
pleaded with While lo try to win her 
away fn^rn Thaw. The letters, the de¬ 
fense bellev'es, verify this Idea. 

In reply to a note which was sent to 
Mrs. Harry Tbaw last night Informing 
her of a report originating In Pittsburg 
that she was about to bring suit for 
divorce, she wrote: 

"ll Is perfectly absurd." 

Much 8t>eculatloii was caused at the 
District Attorney's office late this aft¬ 
ernoon by the appearance there of a 
new’ wHness In the Thaw case, w'hose 
Identity none of the officials concerned 
would make knowm.

When she went out, she was escortei 
not only by Bergoff. who came with 
her, hut by a policeman attached to 
the Dlstiici A-itorney's stoff. 


St. Petersburg, July 24.—The way has 
been prepared for a military dictator¬ 
ship by a proposition now under con¬ 
sideration at Peterhof to creiite an 
advisory council to assist the Emperor.

HANGING OVER HIM. 


Consequently Delegate M. Alladtn

Petersburg. 


Peniuicoln, Fin., July 24.—Peonage In 
Its worst form la charged against the 
officers of the Jackson Lumber Com¬ 
pany at Lockhart, Ala., and Ignited 
States deputies, armed with w'urranis 
for their arrest, left here to-day for 
that place. If :ho allegations are true 
about 100 Immigrants, mostly Germans, j 
are held In the lumber camps of that 
company virtually ns slaves. 

A party of Germans rorichcd here to¬ 
day from the camps stating that they 
had escaped. They went lo the German 
Vice t-Vinsul for protection and told him 
a tale of til treatment and cruelty that 
ho* hardly a panillel In the South. They 
raid they were brought South In Fcb- 
ruar>’ under representations that they 
w'ould receive $3 and $5 pw day. but 
only $1 was received from the cc»mpnny 
for their labor. They allege that they 
were compelled to eat after the Ameri¬ 
cans. and If nothing was left they got 
m-Mthlng. None of them was allow’ed lo 
leave camp, and when they attempted 
lo k*avc they were caught and severely 
beaten. When In the woods the bosses 
go armed, and If the men do not work 
to suit them they are 8trlpx>ed. and 
w’hlle two of them hold a man across a 
log a third pip’s a strap or any instru¬ 
ment of torture tmndy. The Jackson 
Lumber Company Is one of the largest 
In the Fouih. It was organised three 
years ago. and Is com|»osed principally 
of Michigan and Wisconsin capitalists.

To Fight For Consular Reform. 
When the Congrees refused to pul 
Into the Consular Bill certain provisions 
which he desinni earnestly, the Presi 
dent, as was his wront under such cir- 
cumstanceA proceeded to amend and 
complete the law as passed by Issuing 
an executive order pmmulgoting as 
•♦defMirttnent niles'* what the legislative 
^btanch of the Covernmeni, after dellb- 
erojion and debate, had definitely omit- 
led. Thus, whether the Congress like 
it or not. the consular service Is to be 
organised precisely as the President 
writs It. Theodore Roosevelt Is lo show 
bla fellow-cUixens that an Executive 
order of tho President is as potent as 
the laws of the Congress. If not Just a 
bit more so. 

It so happened that many of the re- 
fornui made effective by the preoiden- 
tlaJ amendment to the national laws 
were not only wanted by the President, 
but by a large and strong element of 
the oountry's population. Everywhere 
In the land had seen manifested a de¬ 
mand for an Improvement of the tum¬ 
ble-down, rickety and inefficient oon- 
.sular service. And so there was no 
loud expression of adverse criticism of 
the President’s order. On the other 
hand, right and left the reformation 
which he set In motion was commended 
—although without regard to hls man 
per erf doing IL But will the reforms 
last unless the Executive order Is em¬ 
bodied In the Federal laws through act 
of the Congress? That Is tho question 
disturbing the leading champions of the 
new system of organlxatlon. Being 
somewhat doubtful, they have resolved 
to try to Induce the Congress at Its 
next session to relieve ail suspense by 
passing a bill containing the provisions 
laid down by the Roosevelt edict. 

The National Business League pro¬ 
poses to devote serious efforts to the 
4 ;au 8 e. To Its past endeavors are due 
the consular reforms Just yielded ty 
the Congress and amplifled by the 
President. Delighted that this much 
has been accomplished, the organlsa 
tion hopes to gain more. Above all, it 
wishes through congressional enact 
ment to •’clinch” what it already has. 
Buci'eedlng administrations simply by 
tesclndiog the executive order may un 
^do and render vol^ all that haa been 
done by the President and the 8ecre 
tary of Statea 

As briefly stated by the Secretary of 
the National Business League. :he 
executive order makes the follow'lng 
regulations to govern appointments: 

“ExaminaAion. appointment and promo- 
Unn of consular officials according to the 
merit system: Appolnlmeota are to be 
inade to the lower gnules; all promotions 
thence to higher grades to be made 
for demonstrated efficiency. Consular 
eWrks. vlco consuls, deputy consuls and 
owMukur agants are In lino for promo 
lk*n to consulships. Persons In the aerv 
Ico of the Department of Btate with sal 
Aries of 82.0110 and ugwward shall be ellgl 
ble for promotion to the Ittgher grades 
of the consular service. 

•'An exantiriing board Is to be created 
with powiT to formulate rules and detsr 
mine the scope and method of examlna 
lion. Among the subjects are to be In 
eluded at least one modern htnguago 
other itian English; the natural. Indus¬ 
trial and commercial resources and llie 
commerce of the Uniie»t ffuues. espe- 
rhtlly with reference to the posBlbliltics 
of increasing and extending Che trade of 
the country with foreign countries; poltt 
leal economy, eletnenia of International, 
o^munerolaJ and maritime law. 
••Examination papers are to be rated

The Congressional Campaign. 
Winston Churchill, the novelist, has 
formally opened his campaign for the 
nomination as Republlcjui Oovernor of 
New Hampshire. The principal plonk 
hls platform Is nonln tori ere nets by 
corporations in State politics. In a 
speech delivered at Concord last w»‘ek 
he said it was not only the greatest 
Issue in New* Hampshire, but the most 
important one in the Untied States. He 
cited several other States, as Wiscon¬ 
sin, New Jersey, New York and Penn¬ 
sylvania. in which the same ftghl is be¬ 
ing faught. He predicted that It w'as 
going to win eventuuJly. all over the 
United States, and largely because one 
man hod Ihe magnificent courage and 
foresight •‘to get up and lead Ameri¬ 
cans In this second w*ar of independence 
and that man is Theodore Roosevelt,** 

Mr. Churchill may find hls platform 
broad enough for as narrow* a State as 
New Uampahire, but he la mistaken If 
he thinks that it Is sufficiently broad 
or definite lo apply to the whole ciiun- 
Iry. He says he nnd hls party are try¬ 
ing to do for New Hampshire what 
Theodor© R<x>8evelt Is d^lng for the 
United Statea In one sense he ia lie 
Is iryMng to keep the Republlciin party 
of New HumiKihlre in power with him¬ 
self as Governor. President Roosevelt 
Is trying to elect In November a Re¬ 
publican Congress by a personally di¬ 
rected campaign upon a platform of 
catch-words st>ecially framed for the 
purpose of avoiding the greater issues 
of principle upon which the next pres¬ 
idential election will turn. It Is an off 
year and the whole trend of the Re¬ 
publican effort Is to avoid iho greater 
questions which affect the American 
people and to seek minor Issues .vs .t di¬ 
version from the graver ones, relying 
for success, upon the prestige of long 
tenure of power, the Influence of the 
Administration and liberal contribu¬ 
tions from bJI who can be persuaded 
to subscribe. 

It would be well If Mr. Churchill or 
the m/re potent leaders of the Natlmal 
party would define what Is meant by 
Ihe noninterference of corporations In 
politics. Is It imrt of the capital sought 
to be obtained by the rat* oifl and ihe 
meat inspection bill? Everyone who 
knows as much of poliilcai economy aa 
a college sophomore ought to know*, 
know*s that to bring about re¬ 
form and correct the abuses of the 
trusts, which are the corporations 
sought to be curbed, (xi.n only be done 
effectively by tariff reform. A tariff 
for protection, such as Is now In force. 
Is responsible for most of the 
comipUon and oppression to 
which the people are subject¬ 
ed by the trusts, of which the meat 
trust, the steel trust and the railroads 
are Individual specimens. They are 
as numerous as the stars, and all In 
their sphere engaged In taxing under 
special license of the DIngley Tariff, 
and fleecing the consumer of everything 
which enters Into sustenance or com 
foiiable living. 

If the Republican party and Its lead¬ 
ers were alnceire In what Mr. Churchill 
calls Its opposition to corporate In¬ 
fluences In State and Federal politics. 
It would not pretend that the 
w‘ay to put an end to It Is by 
occupying the greater part of a ses¬ 
sion of Congress In enacting special 
laws purposing to curb their greed, 
through complicated acts of doubtful 
efficacy. Tbo true w'ay is to strike at 
the root of the disease by revising 
the tariff to a revenue standard and 
curing the evH radically. Instead of 
making a more show for buncombe by 
seeking to check a few corporatlonn by 
acts aimed only at them. Such politics 
Is not statesnuvnfhip, bi>t a parody 
up^in iL The attempt lo counteract the< 
great Injury done to the body politic 
by trying to regulSite and restrain the 
misdeeds of a single corporation ^or a 
particular class of corporations by spe¬ 
cial legislation. Is like the quackery in 
medicine which wx>uld pretend to cure 
snvallpox by treating a few facial 
plmplen with an antl-eruptiva salve or 
lotion. The disease Is not superficial, 
requiring local treatment, but In tho 
system and demanding heroic rcmedl»*8. 

Mr. Churchill w*lll find Uiat the con¬ 
gressional campaign of hls party will 
not be upon a platform applicable to 
all States or dlstricra It will be so 
conducted as to secure the election 
of 08 many members of the Sixtieth 
Congress as possible, and the argu¬ 
ments will be such as will he most 
likely to win. Wmn corporate Interest 
is In the osceiidaiit kt will not be an¬ 
tagonised. and when money shall be 
needed In the canvass its chief source 
w’lU be.the trusts. A great flourish is 
made of mlsltig a campaign fund by 
Indlvldfial subscription. This Is a bait 
to catch gudgeons. The trusts are the 
creatures of the Republican parly anj 
then? Is a mutual dependence of each 
upon the other for their continuance 
In power. The fact that the people hnve 
come to realise this Is what haa creat- 


“Oh. Say Not So.** 

There is something pathetic in the 
spectacle of Chairman Sherman and his 
usscK'lates of The Republican Uoiigrt^ 
siurial Uominil..ve sending to individual 
Republicans the country over letters In 
which an appeal is made for con¬ 
tributions of 81 each- Pity the poor 
party reduced lo such an extremity! 
*1 don’t think It has ever been neces¬ 
sary to do this before,” says Mr. Sher¬ 
man. And w’os that a tear we heard 
splash? 

Alas, there was a time when the 
o. p. wallowed in lucre. The treas¬ 
ury was stuffed with fat. The cor¬ 
ruptionists had money to throw to the 
birds. As late as 1^, when Theodore 
Roosevelt was running with all ^his 
might and main for the office he now 
holds, tho cash drawers of hls Repub¬ 
lican managers were bursting w*lth 
coin.

Bussell Sage In Politics. 

The death of Russell Sage ended the 
career of one who was bom shortly 
after the battle of Waterloo. He 
was known to the present generation 
only as a business inun and million¬ 
aire. Many will, therefore, be sur¬ 
prised to learn that he bore a pr'^mi- 
iieni part in politics long before they 
were born. 

*Mr. Sage was a Whig and afterwards 
a Republican. He w*as In fact a Re¬ 
publican long before he ceased to be 
nominally a Whig. He was. w'hlle stUi 
a young man. Alderman of the city of 
Troy, and for some years Treasurer 
of Renssellacr county. In 1850 he was 
the Whig candidate for Congress. I^t 
was a Whig district, but the party had 
become divided, and the clement known 
as the “Silver Ontys” failed to support 
Mr. Sage, and he was defeated. Two 
years later he was elected by a small 
majority, and In 1854 was returned by 
a ’majority of 7,000. The Whig party 
went lo pieces after the presidential 
campaign of 1853, but a good many 
other things had happened In the ln« 
terval and Mr. Sage profited by pre¬ 
vailing tendencies. He was instru¬ 
mental In electing N. P. Banks, w’ho 
was the first Republican Speaker of 
the House, It may be noted In passing 
that It was this Congress that passed 
the tariff of 1867, the lowest that we 
have had since the era of high tariffs 
began in IHlfi, the year In |vhlch Mr. 
Sage was born. 

But the moat Important c4iapter of Mi 
Sage In politics, as related by himself, 
concerns hls action as a member of the 
Whig National Convention of 1548, and 
4ts consequences. He was a Henry 
Clay man, and he controlled twenty- 
eight out of ihlrty-two voles of tU® 
New York del€?gatlon. There was 
strong current for Zachary Taylor, but 
Mr. S^age feared he wds not a gi»od 
Whig. On this point he received assur¬ 
ances from William >JI. Seward. Thur- 
low Weed, Judge Randall (father of 
Speaker Samuel J. Randall) and Col 
Taylor, a brother of the General. He 
insisted, however, on supporting 
Clay, but, according to previous agree, 
ment. transferred hls votes to make 
the nomination of Taylor unanimous. 
TThen the leadipg friends of Gen. Taylor 
consulted Mr. Sage os to the vice pres. 
Idency, and he says It was on hls r^- 
omniendatlon that Millard Fillmore was 
nominated for that place. As Gen 
Taylor died early In the second year 
of hls term, FlUmorq became Presldeni 
and Mr. Sage always claimed that he 
had made a President. We are not told 
how ’ well pleased Mr. Sage was with 
Fillmore’s administration, but It was a 
disappointment to the antl-slaver>* ele¬ 
ment of the Whig party, which was 
scKm merged with the Republicans. 

In hls reminiscences Mr. Sage laid 
stress on another Instance of hls po¬ 
litical Influence. After Taylor was In¬ 
augurated the Silver Grays prejudiced 
hls mind against W. H. Seward, then 
Senator from New York, and hls rec 
nmmendaiions for important offices 
were held up. It a*as then recalled 
that S*ige had made a speech compli¬ 
mentary lo Taylor ot a public meet¬ 
ing held shortly after the Mexican 
War, and this had been reported to 
Taylor. He was, therefore, thought the 
best f?hin to see the President In the 
Interest of Seward, and he performe 
the duty* so suct'essfully that Seward 
gut all the patronage which he clalme<l 

In 1857. however, Mr. Sage found 
him.self In n position where he was 
obllgtHi to choose betw'een politics and 
hls business. He said he had entered 
Congress for tho ••schooling” that he 
expected to get there, and hls service 
on the Ways and Means Committee, 
he said, was of great benefit to him 
In after life. Bui. having got the 

to 


tuition that he desired, he resolved 


10 operate In Wall street, and two 
years later removed to the city of New 
York. 

In quitting |K>lUics for business Mr. 
Sage was successful, as the world es- 
tlniaies success. He o^-qulred a grr.ii 
fortune, the amoum of which Is still 
In controversy, but estinuii-ed at somr- 
ihing like a hundred millions. When 
he obtained his first employment In 
Troy, N. Y., he worked /or 84 a month 
and hls board, and he said that was all 
he was worth. Estimated In dollars 
alone, his life was a great success. But 
it Is recorded that he worked hard till 
the last, allowed himself and his em¬ 
ployes no vfaeaclons. ond lived very 
simply. He was pretty generally fear¬ 
ed. but he was not, loved, and his repu¬ 
tation, which some now S4iy was un¬ 
deserved, was that of a miser and a 
skinflint. However, in a monetary 
point of view, hla resolve to quit poli¬ 
tics for business was eminent¬ 
ly wise, as the result con¬ 
clusively showed. Whether it was 
worth while or not lo amuss millions 
in that way, at the sacrifice of both 
cose and reputation, is one of the ques¬ 
tions upon which men have always 
differed and will continue to differ. 

An Imperial Hypocrite. 

The manifesto Issued by Nicholas of 
Russia as an apology for dissolving the 
Douma Is a conptemptlble tissue of 
hypocrisy and deceit. 

“We called the representatives of the 
Nation lo the work of productive legis¬ 
lation,*^ writes he. He did nothing of 
the sort. He created the Douma os a 
sop to popular Indignation and delib¬ 
erately restricted the scope of Its pow¬ 
ers In order that It might be incapable 
of “productive” legislation. 

'We proposed,” says he, •’great re¬ 
forms In all departments of National 
life.’* In this he Is but striking an 
attitude. Hls falsehood Is proved by 
hls ukase dissolving the so-called Par¬ 
liament because It undertook to ask for 
reforms In all departments of National 
life. ' 

We have always devoted the great¬ 
est care to the removal of the Ignor¬ 
ance of the people by the light of In¬ 
struction and lo the removal of the 
burdens of the people by facilitating 
conditions of ugriculturai work.” he 
continues. Which everyone familiar 
with Russian conditions know’s Is not 
true. Were this statement the truth 
there would not be such unrest and 
discontent among the Russian peasants 
as exist to-day. 

Continues the Imperial dissembler: 
"The representatives of the Nation In¬ 
stead of applying themselves to the 
work of productive legislation, strayed 
into a sphere beyond their competence, 
and Jjave been making comments on 
the Imperfections of the fundamental 
laws, which can otUy bo modified by 
our Imperial w’lll.** Here ho admits the 
limits he himself placed upon the 
Douma iif his desire that there should 
be no "productive” legtslatton. He also 
manlfc?sts the spirit of tho absolute 
ow*ner of the souls and bodies of the 
n>en and women who live In bis domin¬ 
ions—the assertive and tyrannical 
manner of the proprietor, which Is 
repugnant to everybody who believes 
All men ore born free and equal. 

”ln short, the representatives of the 
Nation have undertaken really Illegal 
acts, such as an appeal to the Nation 
by Parliament. The peasants disturbed 
by such anomalies, seeing no hope for 
the amelioration of their lot, resorted 
In a number of districts to open pti 
lage, destruction of other people’s 
properly, and disobedience of law.' 
This Is equivalent to saying ihat the 
peasant A whom the Cxsr loved so 
ardently and aided so magnanimously, 
pillaged other people’s properly be 
cause the Douma besought from the 
C**ar a betterment of their condition, 
which action on the part of the Douma 
caused the peasanu to see no hope for 
the amelioration of their lot. There¬ 
fore they rioted and. destroyed. The 
sophistry of this is so absurd as to 
be silly. It sounds as though It might 
have emanated from a feeble-minded 
Institute. 

’'We call on well disposed Russians,” 
the Imperial curiosity proc'seda "to 
unite for the maintenance of legal 
power.” By **legal” power he means 
hls own autocratic prerogatives. 

•’In dissolving Parliament w*e con¬ 
firm our Immutable Intention of keep¬ 
ing this Institution, and In conformity 
with this IntentlcAi. we appoint March 
5, 1907, the date for the convention of 
the new Parliament by ukase ad¬ 
dressed to the Senate.** Here he pKim- 
Ises to erect a now Douma. In what 
way will the new* body be more help¬ 
ful to tho Nation than the old? How 
Is It to work for •‘productive legisla¬ 
tion” as long as productive legislation 
Is contrary to the fundamental laws, 
which are the Cxor'a own will? And. 
supposing it shall undertake "produc¬ 
tive legislation.” what la to keep the 
Cxai^ from proroguing It In the same 
way that he prorogued Its predecessor? 

The manifesto is In every sense cna 
of the most despicable State documents 
e%*er Issued by any ruler. If the situa¬ 
tion with which it deals were not so 
momentous and so akin to tragedy, its 
speciousness. Its thlnly-dlsgulsed vil¬ 
lainy and frenxled egotism would be 
laughable. If the Russian people can 
swallow It they can swallow anything.

BAD MILK AND MORTALITY. 


New York. July 24.—[Special.]— 
There is a bKter contest taking place 
at the present lime over the connection 
of the new* WilliunwbuTg bridge with 
Ihe older Brooklyn structure. To un¬ 
derstand the Issue, and.it is not with¬ 
out Interest, the traffic problem of New 
York ought to be explained. The old 
city, now* called Manhattan borough, 
has furnished the means of livelihood 
for thous^vnds. if not hundreds of thou¬ 
sands. firing across the East river. 
These people all live in the old city 
of New York, and to transport them 
to and fro every day hag long been a 
problem. Years ago numerous ferry 
lines plying across the Btist river did 
the work In a more or less imMfferent 
W'ay, and then Ute Brookl>*n bridge 
helped the ferries. But the great In- 
cre<u<e 111 the populaiioti living In 
Brooklyn and other points on Long 
Island. whi> came to New York daily 
for their work, and returned home at 
night, mode the means of transporta¬ 
tion then In vogue Inadequate, and so 
the Brookl>Ti trolley roads were al- 
low’ed to run over the bridge and make 
the New York end their terminal. This 
was not all. however. Far years the 
authorities believed that the best w*uy 
of solring the problem would be to 
erect bridges at different (Nrlnts over 
the East river, so chat the crowd could 
be divided, and all who wanted to go 
to Long Island and did not care to 
travel by ferry w*ould not be obliged to 
use the Brooklyn bridge. As a result, 
the river Is now spanned at De LunC’ey 
street, and tw'o other structures are 
under way. But to make the new 
bridge useful. It is neces&iry that It 
be connected at the City Hall with the 
old one, and the question is how? 
Public serrtiment favors a subway be¬ 
tween the iHructures, The public serv¬ 
ice corporations want to build another 
hideous elevated structure, it Is w*Ud 
that the authorltle.s will permit them 
to build the loiter as a tem|M>rar>* one 
until the subw’sy is <*ons<rucied. Strong 
sentiment exlms against this for the 
reason that if on elevated is once built, 
the public service corporation w*lll 
never a*tiempi to construct an under¬ 
ground rood. 

• • • 

Trouble In Tunnels. 

Much trouble has been had with the 
men working on the tunnels under the 
North and I^st rivers. They have quit 
work several tlm«»s, their decision not 
being due to any disputes over wages 
or hours, but merely because of the 
danger Involved. Engineers, holsters, 
compressed air workers and drill run¬ 
ners W’ho are building one of the Penn¬ 
sylvania tubes under the ISast river 
recently struck because they considered 
the men tvho haw charge of the air 
pressure Inefficient. They all work In 
compressed air and assert that the men 
In charge of the air pressure have al¬ 
lowed it to run down to twenty-eight 
pounds to the square Inch while It 
should never be below thirty. .Most of 
those at work In the compressed air 
section are negroes. At the Belmont 
tunnel under the East river, there Is an 
average of throe men stricken with 
“the bends” each week. Both the union 
and nonunion men are soJd to be united 
in a demand for better protedllon while 
at work. 

• • • 

New Suburbs. 

The development of Long Island owing 
to the coming of the new* bridges and 
the tunnels goes steadily on. As far out 
as Lynbrook. w’hlch Is at least an hour 
from Thirty-fourth street. New York, 
the retil estate sp«*culators have taken 
hold and are uriring the people In ad¬ 
vertisements and free excursions lo 
come and buy a home near New York 
The same thing applies to other parts, 
excepting such placid as Mlnet>1n. 
Westbury. Hempstead and the like, 
where wealthy New Yorkers have their 
country houses and won't allow the real 
estate speculators to tread. Much New 
York money is now going Into these 
lots and there Is little chance of it 
reaping much of a profit for those who 
buy, owing to the ridiculously high 
prices they are paying and the distance 
the land Is from the city. But Chose 
who are selling these lots are reaping 
a harvest. I>a8t Decoration day one 
S3aidlcate alone made a profit of 8Hi0.- 
000 and the Instance Is not an uncom¬ 
mon one.

Money Without Interest. 

Several Hebrew w’omen living In Jer¬ 
sey City, across the North river from 
New York, have banded together and 
formed a banking Institution, the ob¬ 
ject erf which Is to lend money to iKior 
pt'ople wlthoiK Interest. Those com-, 
posing tbs' new Institution have been^ 
doing this work for the past four years, 
and during that period have lent ISOO 
without lnter<*at. Their capital at pr^'s. 
ent does not exceed 8100. The society 
has eighty members who pay monthly 
dues of twenty-five cents each. The 
money Is only loaned on the Indorsi^d 
note of a responsible business man. but 
It may he paid bark In small amounts. 
This experiment Is now being w'atched 
w'lth 8om«? Iniorest In New York- The 
nearest approach we 'have to It is the 
Provident Loiin Assolnetlon, where 
business Is done like that of a pawn¬ 
broker. though the rate of Interest I* 
only enough to keep the Institution 
self-supporting. The Charity Organl- 
zatlon Society, through some of Its 
wealthy members, also helps out with 
capital those In distress, hut such 
transactions are more In the nature of 
gifts than luarrs.

An old trunk found !n the gar¬ 
ret of the Bragdon residence, on 
Kast Main street. New Albany, re¬ 
cently purchased by Charles Haa- 
senmlller. was found upon ex- 
smlnaUon to contain a quantity of 
old papers* some referring to the pi* 
onecr days of that city, while others 
bad been Issued nearly 200 years ago. 

Among the papers was a bill of lad¬ 
ing Issued April 18* 1712, by the Cap¬ 
tain of a vessel for the consignment of 
fifty cans of turpentine to be carried 
from Boston to London. The con¬ 
signee was Thomas Pitch, who was an 
ancestor of Mason Pitch, one of the 
earliest merchants of New Albany, and 
also of Mrs. Mary Bmgdon, the former 
owner of the property. Another tlme- 
stalned document Is a copy of the 
original grant of 160.000 acres of land In 
Southern Indiana, made by the State 
of Virginia to Oen. George Rogers 
Clarke* and the man who served un¬ 
der him In the expedition to Vincennes. 
This copy w'os made January 16, 1818, 
as certirted to by William Mumford, 
Keeper of Hoi Is. 

The old trunk also contained the 
annual catalogue Issued by Abderson's 
Collegiate Institute, at that time a no¬ 
ted ^ucatlonnl establishment, which 
stood at West Pourth and Market 
streets. This catologue was sent out 
in 1650 and of the flfty-slx names regls 
tered from New Albany but six ore llv. 
Ing as far as known—Judge Alexander 
Dowling. George H. Devol, Charles 
Kelly and Henry Denny, of New Al¬ 
bany; Stephen Stucky, of Oxford. 
and George O. Hart, of Paducah, Ky. 

LID ON IN NEW ALBANY.

"I am Innocent of the charge." she 
told her husband. "1 did not take any. 
thing in the store. It Is a mistake."

Walt street, Jefrersonville. was arrw*Mte<l 
yesterday afternoon ny Capt. M. E. 
Clegg, and w'as placed In Jail to answer 
before Judge Abraham Schw’anlnger 
this morning to the novel charge of 
concealing a child from Its parents, the 
crime being punishable by a fine of not 
more than 81.000 and not less than 85^. 
and imprisonment for a term of from 
two to fourteen years. It Is ,illeged 
that the defendant threw Frank Lee 
Everett, seven years old, Into a cislom, 
covered the top with boards and pieces 
of tin, then placed brick on ihc'we.

Tho arrest was made on an aifidavit 
■worn out before Burdette C. Lutz. 
Deputy Prosecuting Aitomej', by Min¬ 
nie Everett, mother of the boy, who 
Uvea at 1037 Watt street, and the story 
she told was a peculiar one. Hhe 8«iid 
some of her chickens were missing and 
she ho*! sent her two children, Arnold 
Everolt. aged six years and Frank Leo 
Everett, seven, to look for tho fow’U 
and In Ihelr search they wont into tho 
yard of Sarah Green, who began to 
shout at them and run after them. Tho 
youngest child escaped, but the w’Oman 
captured the elder one. 

According to the story', a rope was 
tied around the child's hands and he 
was dragged, to tho cistern, and then 
low'cred Into tho opening, which did 
not contain enough water to reach to 
tho boy’s shoulders, Tho hole at the 
lop. It Is claimed was covered with 
pieces of board and tin, on which 
bricks and other w’elghtH were pliic«‘d 
after the ropo the woman held In her 
hands was thrown into the cistern, the 
boy remaining tied while ho struggled 
111 the water. He began to scream. It 
la said as soon as he was attackvd by 
the woman, but after he had been trac¬ 
ed In the clsteni Ills cries could bo 
heard only a few feet away from tho 
hole, 

Arnold Everett went home, but was 
too badly frightened to tell what had 
happened. Some time later w’hen his 
mother missed her other son she went 
out to look for him and In passing the 
cistern heard his cries and took the 
covering off of the hole. She then w'enl 
for help and found Asa Garrett, who 
procured a ladder and rescued the Im¬ 
prisoned boy, w ho W’as soaking wet and 
frightened almost to death. He w.’is 
taken home and cared for. after which 
the mother hurried to the police station 
to swear out a warrant for the arrest 
of the Green woman. 

At tho county Jail the prlsonc-r sold 
she had been **|>estered" by the Everett 
woman, her children and her chickens 
for some time and she had concludiMl 
to catch the children and frighten 
them. 8he said she procuiNsJ a clothes 
line when she saw the children come 
Into her yard and started after the 
trespasi^rs. After raichlng the oVlcsl 
hoy she says slxe tied the roi»e aroun i 
his waist. i>assed It up over his should¬ 
ers and then xWA his hands. It being 
her Intenilon, she said, not to hurt him 
in throwing him Into the elsiem, ^Yhen 
told w’hat the punishment for the crime 
was she became b.adly frightened. The 
Everett w'oman has no husband and 
came to Jeffersonville from Louisy’llte 
about five months ago. 

DEATH FROM OLD AGE, 

James Lamb Yater Passes Away At 
Charlestown, Ind. 

Senility caused the sudden- death of 
Janies Lomb Yater. who lived with his 
son. W. B. Yater, at Charlestown. In., 
thirteen miles east of Jeffersonville. 
*rhc funeral will take place at North 
Vernon, Ind.. the former home of the 
deceased, lo-dny. Mr. Yater wns born 
In Mercer county. Ky.. In 1820. but 
went to Indiana when quite young. 
He figured extensively in poHUcs In 
Southern Indiana, and w*os a Repub¬ 
lican. In 1860 ho W'OS a delegate to 
thv Republican national convention 
that nominated Abraham Lincoln, for 
whom Mr. Yater had u great admira¬ 
tion. 

The same fall Mr. Yater was nomi¬ 
nated os the Republican c.andidate for 
Representative lo iTongress from his 
district, and wros opposed by William 
F. Holman, w’ho for years was a Detn- 
ocmtlc leaiier In the House. While he 
did not succeed In defeating Mr. Hol¬ 
man, the race was a close one, and it 
WAS not until several days after the 
election, and when the omclaJ returns 
had been received, that It was defi¬ 
nitely know*n who had w*on. As a 
Whig Mr. Yater was elected Treasurer 
of Ripley county. Ind., In 1852, and in 
1866 was elected Auditor of the same 
county. Some twenty-five years ago 
he served as Sherlfif of the Supreme 
Court of Indiana. 

It was largely through Mr. Yater's 
Influence that the Louisville branch 
of the Ohio and Mississippi mllw'ay.

In the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 826.000 appears for the President's 
traveling exi>en»es, an Item unimpor¬ 
tant In Itself, except n* c*msiltuUng the 
fifth regular appropriation which af¬ 
fects the life of the occui»ant of the 
White House. 'W'hlle the school-book 
Information ihal the President receives 
a salary of 860.000 a year Is sufficiently 
accurate. It 1* not strictly so. as or¬ 
dinary' people measure Incomes. What 
are some of the other nnnuut all«>w- 
ances. It may be nsked. In estimating 
the real resource* of the President? 
Sixty thousand Is appropriated for the 
care of the White House. Including re- 
furnlHiing as well ns repainting. The 
fuel for the While House and Its con¬ 
servatories Is also supplied by Uncle 
Sam. Formerly the greenhouses were 
directly connected with the mansion 
Iti^elf, covering what la now the west 
terrace, but in the McKIm restoration 
those were removed to the monument 
grounds; they are still carried on the 
appropriation bills, however, os a White 
House affair

The President Is thus relieved of the 
coat of furnishing and caring for the 
White House, heating U. or supplying 11 
with flower*. A second appropriation 
bill carries 820.000 for lighting, and this 
Includes everything, from his lamp on 
his study table to the arc lights out¬ 
side. which are a part of the lllunilna- 
tlrm In Pennsylvantn avenue. It Is even 
specified In the statute that this grant 
shall tu«.y tor the While House matches, 
as Weil as stoves and fuel for the 
w’dlchman's lodge. Another Item car- 
830.000 for contingent expenses 
of the While House. Tills covers the 
telej^hone and telegraph semice and 
stationery' and provides for "the official 
stable." which Is a different thing from 
the President s stable, although the tivo 
may occupy the same building. A fourth 
Item of 800.000 imys for the White House 
employes, most of w hom are on official 
duty, although a few, like the steward 
and four of the upstairs maids, may be 
regarded as personal In thiir oblqia- 
tlon*. It Is very hard to wparate a 
President's personal retatfun* from his 
official, and the appropriation bill* 
wisely make no serious attempt :o 
do so. 

• • • 

The roundabout ssratem of compen¬ 
sating a President doubtles* accord* 
with the American conservatism much 
better than one direct pujrment cov¬ 
ering the whole sum. Hut the present 
arrangement give* rise to mniiy anom¬ 
alies For example, the Government 
provide* four horses for Mr. Loeb, the 
I^ewldent'B secretary, and pays the 
wages of the driver nnd the groom. 
But the President himself must buy 
his own horjN'* and carriages, pay for 
the grain which they eaL an<i compen¬ 
sate the men who take care o^ them. 
The Government doe* furnish, how¬ 
ever. the "President’s driver," one of 
the offices most coveted by the colored 
population of Washington. It also fur¬ 
nishes tho stable, lighted and supplied 
with water and fuel. The chief cost of 
being President comes In entertaining, 
lor which the Government furnishes 
only the fuel and flowers and the serv¬ 
ices of a few helper*. 

• • ■ 

The traveling expense appropriation 
apparently settles one of the most 
difficult questions with which occupants 
of the White House have had to deal. 
They ought not to go as "deadheads,' 
accepting favors from tho great trans¬ 
portation compiuiles, and they cannot 
nffoni to make such trips In the man¬ 
ner that custom prescribes at tbelr own 
expense. Unlike minor officer* of va¬ 
rious grades, they cannot discover offi¬ 
cial business calling them to places 
that they want to go to at various 
times. They must go across the con¬ 
tinent ns "on irlpa" and Congress has 
1 done well to pay for them. The new 
‘ Union station at Washington has been 
built w'lth a special entrance for the 
President of the United Slates, to s.ive 
him the risk and trouble of going 
through the public waiting rooms with 
their atiendam crowds. This means 
that the people Intend to keep him 
tra\'ellng. 

• • • 

Few men save anything In the presi¬ 
dential office, and this latest addition to 
the President's Income' will mivke little 
difference In this respect. The atand- 
urd* of entertaining are conaUuitly ris¬ 
ing. ind this Is what entails the Inrg- 
efst oxpt*nso. Most of the Presidents 
have filed poor. If, Indeed, they were 
not made so by occupying that office. 
It Is not unlikely. In spite of the ex¬ 
traordinary changes of a century In 
the standards by which wealth Is meas¬ 
ured, that Gt'orgf^ Washington wo* our 
richest Pr^uldcnt. It 1* strange that so 
few distinctly rkh men ever appear 
among the candidate* for th«? presi¬ 
dency, In view of the large numl^er 
of millionaire* who gel Into the Sen¬ 
ate and Into the diplomatic servli'e, 
and, of course, to a reasonable extent. 
Into I he House. Porker nnd Bryan and 
Cleveland were all men of mo'.b*nite 
mean*. McKinley hud l>cen llftfMl out 
of his Indebtedness by a group of 
friend* shortly before hi* nomination. 
Among those candidate* who are now* 
chiefly considered In connection with 
the office, probably the only n:en who 
belong to the mllllon-dollar f ins* are 
Mr. Fairbanks, on the Republican side, 
and Mr. H*‘arst. on the Demw'ratlf'. 
Most occupants of the White Houfc 
need for their proper maintenance all 
that Congress cun be induced to give 
them.

PLANS FOR FIRE PROTECTION. 


In expectation of the General Coun¬ 
cil passing an ordinance prohibiting 
the erection of frame houses In the fu¬ 
ture within a certain territory in Louis¬ 
ville.

QUESTION OF JURISDICTION 
MAIN POINT DISCUSSED. 


M’CHORD WANTED HEARING 


After deliberation yestenlay In which 
the question of Its jurtsdlctloii In the 
matter wa.'* considered at length, the 
Kentucky Rallniud Commission decid¬ 
ed to r*4)^tpone its hearing of the 
switching complaint preferretl against 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company and other railroads by the 
Commercial Club. It Is charged that 
the railroads refuse to interchange cars 
and refuse to sw’ltch cars for each oth¬ 
er. producing a state of aiTalni that is 
extremely detrimental to the growth 
and pnisperlty of Louisville. 

Chairman C. C. McChord sold that 
the time w'aa opportune for the com¬ 
mission to determine the question of 
lU Jurisdiction In the matter, main¬ 
taining that it was the duly of the 
board to proceed with the investigation 
of the Commercial Club's complaint 
and that the Importance of the subject 
In hand warranted no delay on Us part. 
His colleagues. Commissioners McD. 
F«-rguson and A. T. Siler, how-ever. de¬ 
clined to pA.ss upon the question of 
jurisdiction, expressing a desire to let 
the matter rest for the present until 
the case of the Central Stock Yards 
against the Ix^ulsvllle and Nashville 
Railroad Company, which is pending 
before the Court of Appeals, Is decided. 
The two commissioners stated that 
they w'ore not prepared to say that the 
decision of the Court of Appeals would 
govern th»ir views, but that they be¬ 
lieved, without considering the ques¬ 
tion of the commission’s jurisdiction, 
the commlsstonem should have the de¬ 
cision of the htghf'st legal trtbun.^il In 
rhe State before it undertook any fur¬ 
ther consideration of the case. 

• • • 

Mr. McChord'a Statement. 


In his presentation of what he be¬ 
lieved should be the proper attitude of 
the commission. Chainnan .McChord 
said; 

“It seems to me this Is as good a 
time as any for the commission to 
determine whether or not it has juris¬ 
diction. The fact Is. beginning back as 
early as 1896. the Railroad Commis¬ 
sion as.^umed jurisdiction of this Identi¬ 
cal matter and said that tills mvUcii- 
Ing should be done. In a nx'cni case 
which came up at Richmond, involv¬ 
ing this same question, the commis¬ 
sion decided that the Louis\iI1e and 
Nashville Ralln'»ad Company and the 
I.ioubrville and Atlantic Rallro.vd CXjm- 
pany should switch the cars for each 
other and entered an order to that ef¬ 
fect. That order was entered since the 
pendency of the Central Stock Yards 
case from this place. The commission 
having assumed jurisdiction In them^ 
particular cases, it seems to me It has 
ample jurisdiction here. I think It Is 
the duty of this board to go along 
with this Investigation. As I under¬ 
stand it. the Commercial Club, com¬ 
posed of the business men of Louisville 
has said to thhi board by Its complaint 
that If permKted to do so It would 
show a state of affairs here that Is 
extremely detrimental to the growth 
and prospi*rily of thin city; that these 
railr«>ads refuse to interchange cars 
and refuse to switch for each other 
The Commercial Club comes In the In¬ 
terest of the business element of this 
city and asks permission to be heard 
and to produce proof, and 1 am tn 
favor of hearing It.

“So far as the case now pending In 
the Court of App€*iils is concerned, 
which has been referred to by my as¬ 
sociates, the Central Stock Yards case 
against the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company. I understand that, 
while possibly the .«»ubjeci of switch¬ 
ing tn general is Involved in the case, 
the main i)oint at Issue Is the right to 
compel the interchange of shipments 
of llv’e stock from one stock yards to 
the other, or from one railroad to the 
Mock yards upon the lines of the other. 

“From A reading of the latter iiarl of 
section 82^, It seems it Is cloarly the 
duty of this board to hear what these 
people have to say. 1 find that the lat¬ 
ter part of section $26 says that w'hen- 
ever It shall t'ome to their knowiedge 
(that is, the Railroad Commission), or 
they sluill have reason to bellev'e that 
the laws afr«*ot1ng railroad corporations 
In their business relations to the pub¬ 
lic have been violated, they shall pros¬ 
ecute, or cause to he prosecuted, the 
corporations or persons guilty of such 
violations. 

*i also find the latter part of section 
821 provides that it shall be the duty 
of the Railroad Commission *to see 
that the law's relating to all mllnuids, 
**xcept street, are faithfully executed, 
and to c'xercise a general supervLaioa 
over the railroads of the State.' 

“Now. of course. 1 am not prepvp^ 
to say what the commission would do 
at the end of the investigation, but I 
do not believe that this board should 
shut Its tytfi and ears to such com¬ 
plaints as this. 1 think h should hear 
the complainants and take such steps 
os they mny deem proper after a full 
hearing, and this being my view. 1 am 
clearly of the opinion that we should 
go Along with the Investigation, but 
my assotiates do not agree with me. 
and. ns 1 understand, they desire to 
postpone the further boating of the 
case.” 

• • • 

Fergruson Wants Delay. 

Commissioner Ferguson said that he 
was not present al the hearing In w hich 
the commission made the ruling In the 
Richmond cose, and that It was the 
first time that the question had ever 
presented lui if to him He had read 
the authoiiilea submitted and did not 
feel preiHired to pass on the question at 
p^'seni. but as It seemed from what ho 
gatherefl from the statement of the 
complalnonls and defendants the 00 m- 
mlHslon could rentier no decision w hlrh 
wx>uld exonerate the railroad comim- 
nies and that they would be liable to 
Indictment at any time. As the ques¬ 
tion w’ould be brought out fully In the 
decision of the Court of Appeals he was 
In favor of withholding his opinion and 
iKJBiponlng any action m\tU after the 
court had rendered Its decision. 

The case In qu««atlon. which is pend¬ 
ing In the Court of Appeals, is the 
stockyards case. In which the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville railrcNid Is charged 
with refusing to switch live stock from 
the Southern railway to the Bourbon 
stockyards, or to de|lver stock over the 
Southern to the Central stockyards, on 
the ground ilial li is u railroad, and 
not n transfer, belt line or switching 
company, llie decision will determine 
whether it la also a transfer and 
switching company. In addition to Ih- 
Ing a railroad compony. 

The Louisville and Nashville RAllroad 
Company was represenieil at the con¬ 
ference by Helm Bruev and T. B. Har¬ 
rison, Jr. Edw'nrd P. Humphrey w'os 
present in the Intercsi of the two bridge 
companies, the Southern. Big Four and 
C. and O- railroads, and Attlila Cox. 
Jr., was for the Illinois Central rail¬

A. Blacker Fined For Keeping Store 
Open On Sunday—May Observe 
Jewish Sabbath. 



The case of A, Blacker, who conducts 
a second-hand store at 614 Sev.'rith 
street, was tried yesterday morning In 
Magistrate Hoffman's court. Th#- war¬ 
rant was sworn out for violuilou of the 
Sunday dosing law by B. Friedman, 
A competitor, who gave evidenve that 
Blacker keeps his place open on Sun¬ 
day. and said that because of this he 
presumed that giKwls were sold.

MORE LEGISLATION 


EXPECTED BYCAPT. DORSEY FOR 
GASOLINE BOATS. 


Inspectors Kept Busy With Craft— 
Small Boats Have Ad<» 
vantage. 


In the opinion of Capt. E. L. Dor¬ 
sey, Supervising Inspector of Steam 
Vessels, there soon will be more legis¬ 
lation regarding gasoline vessela 

Due to a recently enacted law re- 
qulring owners of gasoline vessels un¬ 
der fifteen tons to take out a license, 
and vessels with a carrying capacity 
exceeding fifteen tons to e<|ulp such 
vessels w’ith a licensed crew, much cf 
the time of the attaches of the Custom 
office and the office of the Supervising 
Inspector of Steam Vessels Is taken up 
in measuring and Inspecting vessels 
that ply streams In Kentucky. 

Capt. Dorsey said yesterday that 
the steamboat Inspectors have exam¬ 
ined no less than thirty gasailne boats 
of more than fifteen Ions. He sunl 
that gasoline is the most dangerous 
thing that can be carried on a oi>ni, 
and that the smaller boats, thoae with 
a carrying capacity Just under fifiesn 
tons, have all the advantage <*f the 
larger boats when It comes to comply¬ 
ing with the murine laws. The huimILt 
craft merely has to hav*e a :ipeu 5 *‘d 
operator, and a life pieserv'*r for each 
passenger, while the boat with more 
than fifteen-ton carrying capacity must 
have the equipment of a steamboat, 
untl Is UBuallly limited to tw-^nty-five 
passengers. No limit is placed on the 
number of passengerr the smaller boat 
may carry, however. 

Because of this adv'antage on the 
part of the owners of gasoline craH 
with a carrying capacity less than fif¬ 
teen tons. Capt. Dorsey is of the opin¬ 
ion that further legislation la neces¬ 
sary. 

Alcohol For Fuel. 

Final Instructions regarding the 
manufacture of denatured alcohol wiU 
not be received by J. A. Craft. Collec¬ 
tor of Internal Revenue, until October. 
.Mr. Craft said yesterday, however, 
that the supposition in some quarters 
that the denatured alcohol law will be 
of benefit to small dlstfllericrs Is a de¬ 
lusion. All of the expenses attached to 
the distilling of the best grades will at¬ 
tach to the prrpnratlon of the alcohol 
Intended for fuel, he said. The only 
difference Is that provision will be 
made for the removal from the bonded 
w'arehouse into a separate department 
warehouse of that alcohol Intended for 
fuel purposes. 

The Government will not relax Us 
v'fgllnnce In the matter of inspecting 
distilleries where the fuel nleohol Is tn 
course of manufacture, and the sipaII 
distiller who hopes to make alcohol for 
fuel will be surrounded by the expen¬ 
sive supervision which attends the 
manufacture of whisky or any other 
spirits.
